The Endeavours the Oyted-Party ufed, and the 
length they went towards his’ Ruin, were fuch, as 
fhew’d they were no Inconfiderable Party 5 the Skill

low, how he fuce 
ceeded 


ceeded in every Step, and how he preferv'd his 
Schemes untouch’d in every part, I need not re- 
count. 

His firft ftruggle was the Nations Debts, and the 
publick Credit; 1. The Credit, andthis he got 
through, by the Frailty of thefe very People, who 
hoped to make it fubfervient to themfelves ; for ha- 
ving laid the Funds in Parliament, with but the 
Trifling Advantage of hardly one per Cent. more than 
ufual, @ Bait hardly able to cover the Hook, they 
crowded in their Money upon him, faiter than he 
could receive it; fo the Credit felt no Blow, or none 
to anfwer the End expeéted from it: The Debts he 
fecur’d by the Eftablifhment of a Perpetual Interett, 
and a South-Sea Company, which the loudeft Cla- 
mours could never cry down, and which thofe People, 
who were loudest againft its being fet up, are now eagers 
eit to have it preferu'd and provided for by the Peace, 
and forwarde$ to lay out their Money in the Stock. 

he next Thing was the War ; and this was look'd 
upon asa Weight the Miniftry could not Support, but 
mutt fink under; but the Minifiry finding {uch an ob- 
ftinate Difpute at Home, prefently faw it was abfo- 
Jutely neceffary to them, to put an End to that Abroad, 
and {o refolv’d, as a Step effentially to the Reftoring 
Things at Home, to make a Peace Abroad. 

The feveral Steps they took fucceeded fo well at 
firft, asthat the Allies were, at laff, brought toCon- 
fent toa Treaty at Utrecht, and I may fay, they hoped 
to bring ittoa Peace ; but whether, by the real Dif- 
ficulties, or Political delign’d Obitru&tions, it is not 
Or me to enter upon here ; Ways were found out to put 
a check to the Steps taken, and to make the Hope of 
a Peace, bya Publick Treaty, almoft Defperate. 

During thefe Things, the 0/4 Party ufed all poffi- 
ble Methods tu ftrengthen their Intereft, and make 
themfelves Formidable at Home; in the Lower 
Houfe, they {aw plainly they had effe@ually loft it; 
but inthe Upper Houfe they {tood fair, and their

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thers, Mothers, Brothers, and Children, ento perper 
Bondage, for Bells, Glafs Beads, and Gemgaws, W 
all fold and given up for the unperforming infgn 
cant Vote, of a Aigh-Elyer. re, 

Tocounter-a& this killing Stroke, the prime } 
nifter had Recourfe to the Queen, as by Law her} 
jeftly might do, to make more Votes, and there 
Overthrew that Attempt, and gain’d a Majort 

What now was the Confequence of all this 
ferv’d only to Convince the chief Minifter, that 
Accommodation was tobe hoped for, from Men 
fought Defperate, that had refolv’d not to give, 
take Quarter, and that therefore Fight or Die 5 
his Cafe: This drove the whole Miniftry to ma 
ufe of all the Hands that could be had, ‘and (havy 
the Pradtice of the good bys beforemention’d, 
plainly laid down for their Example) to lay hole 
Jacobite Party at Home, French Intereft Abroad, , 
any that ek A be had ; asa Man when his Houk 
on Fire, Examines not on what Principle any
